COMBINATION Plantings 


{0 Much of the pleasure in growing Spring 
/ Flowering Bulbs comes from success- 

fully working out attractive combina- * 
tions with Flowering Trees and Shrubs, 
Perennials and Annuals. To do this to the best 
advantage it is advisable to keep notes of the 
flowering time of different varieties in your own 
garden. As a guide to beginners in this type of 
gardening we list some of the combinations that 
have been admired in our own gardens: 

For late February ; — Prunus blireana, Silver Star Daffodils 
with a border of Lady Derby Hyacinths or Primula mala- 
coides. For a blue and gold effect— February Gold Daffodils 
with Blue Poppy Anemones i.nterplanted with Campanula 
poscharskyana and yellow Helianthemum for later bloom. 

A similar color effect is obtained from Blue Poppy Anemones 
with the yellow tulip, Arethusa, balanced with yellow Ranun- 
culus and the lavender tulip, Dream. Interplant with blue 
Campanula persicifolia and yellow Snapdragons or plant 
against a background of yellow Marguerites for color in 
May. 

For March gardens plant together Spiraea prunifolia, Jefta 
Daffodils, Primrose Dame Violas and Blue Nemesias; Prunus 
triloba, Hera Daffodils and Blue Nemesias or pink English 
Daisies; White Flowering Peach, Wedgewood Iris, John 
Evelyn Daffodils and Forget-me-nots or Yellow Primroses; 

Mrs. R. O. Backhouse or Lovenest Daffodils, Santoi or Sal- 
mon Oueen Kurume Azaleas and Scilla campanulata Ex- 
celsior. 

For a shaded comer of the garden a pleasing and long 
flowering combination is comprised of Wedgewood Iris, 

Queen of the Blues Hyacinths and pale yellow English 
Primroses interplanted with Blue Horizon Iris and blue 
Scillas for later bloom. 


A nice pink and white effect can be had by planting White Excelsior Dutch Iris and Rosabella tulips in front of pink Weigela 
and bordering with white Scillas, white Arabis or Violas. For a somewhat later planting try Leda tulips and Violet Queen Dutch 
Iris in front of Talisman roses and border with Radio violas. 


Indian Chief Tulips and bronze pansies seem made for one another. Another less common combination is that of Bronze Queen 
and Ambrosia tulips planted beneath a Copper Beech with a blue border to accent the copper tones. 

For early May plant White Watsonias and Bride Baby Gladiolus with blue Delphiniums or Campanula persicifolia in front of 
snow-white Philadelphus virginalis. Hunnemannia in clear yellow or pink snapdragons and Peach Blossom Baby Gladiolus could 
be used in place of the blue flowers to change this combination from year to year.

DAFFODILS 

the earliest and largest blooms 

This class includes those varieties with cup or trumpet longer 
than the outer petals or perianth segments. The figures fol- 
lowing the names refer to the relative time of flowering: (1) 
being early and (5) being latest. 

AEROLITE (2). A pale gold daffodil preferred by those who value perfection 
of form. Large, graceful trumpet held in bold relief by wide petalled, flat 
perianth. Earlier than King Alfred and lasts longer than most varieties. 
Each 15c; 10 for $1.25; 100 for $10.00. 

CLEOPATRA (4). Prolongs the season for this type of daffodils, being ex- 
tremely late. Splendid large flower of uniform lemon-yellow. Each 20c; 10 for

EMPEROR (3). An old variety of exceptional hardiness and vigor; deep prim- 
rose-yellow; medium size.

They give a 
most charming effect when planted in drifts in front of 
shrubbery or in the light shade of tall deciduous trees.

BUTTERCUP (2). Clear buttercup-yellow with straight trumpet and flat, 
overlapping perianth. Each bulb throws 3 to 6 flower stalks and has a 
long blooming period; fragrant. Each 15c; 10 for $1.25; 100 for $10.00. 

GOLDEN SCEPTRE (2). Slightly darker than Buttercup and with a 
flaring trumpet; very free flowering; fragrant. Each 10c; 10 for 85c;

ODORUS CAMPERNELLE (1). Rush-like foliage and clusters of bright 
yellow, fragrant flowers beginning to bloom in January and continu- 
ing into March.

SNOWSPRITE (5). The loveliest of the double types; flowers white 
with palest lemon shading; delightfully fragrant. Very late and should 
be planted in light shade with protection from wind. Each 15c; 10 for 
$1.25; 100 for $10.00. 

THE PEARL (3). Moderately double; creamy white interspersed with 
sulphur yellow; nice fragrance. 10 for $1.00; 100 for $8.00. 

TWINK (2). Petals alternate soft primrose and clear orange giving it a 
most unique appearance. Very early and exceptionally vigorous. 
Each 25c; 10 for $2.00; 100 for $16.00. 


Locate Daffodil beds at the north end of the garden wherever possible 
as the blooms face south to the sun. They will also face away from a 
wall or hedge. In small gardens grow daffodils in containers moving 
them into location when buds are formed and out again when through 
blooming. If watered and fertilized after blooming, the bulbs will 
flower for two years in containers. After that time plant directly in the 
soil for two years to renew their vigor.

HOW TO GROW DAFFODILS 

Daffodils require no summer care and since they are not 
eaten by gophers and have few diseases they are an excel- 
lent garden investment. 

Plant deeply. Most varieties thrive four to six inches under 
ground. The depth depends on size of bulb, a safe depth 
being three times the largest diameter of the bulb. 

Dig the soil eighteen inches deep before planting if possible. 
Do not allow manure to come into contact with bulbs although 
rotted manure may be dug in deeply below where the bulbs 
will be planted, or may be used as a mulch after planting has 
been done. In heavy soils the addition of sand and peat will 
be found beneficial. 

Plant in October or November. Irrigate the soil thoroughly as 
soon as bulbs are planted to start root growth at once. 
Natural rainfall is normally sufficient to keep daffodils grow- 
ing but they should never be allowed to become dry. 

After blooms have withered, cut off dead flowers, cultivate 
the soil and stir in bone meal or a good commercial fertilizer. 
Irrigate to keep the foliage green and growing for four to 
six weeks longer. Do not cut foliage until it turns yellow. To 
do so will weaken the bulbs and seriously reduce the number 
of flowers for next year. 

Daffodil bulbs do not need to be divided oftener than once in 
three to five years. They may be safely left in the ground 
all summer and covered over with shallow rooted summer- 
flowering annuals. Any amount of moisture will not harm 
them. 

The Giant Trumpets particularly do best under the light shade 
of deciduous trees.

How to Grow TULIPS 



From late October till the end of November is the most 
favorable planting time although planting may be done as 
late as early January. Early and shallow planting will 
often result in short stems and inferior blooms since warm 
weather at planting time will start top growth before roots 
are formed. 


Peat is a valuable addition to any kind of soil in which bulbs are 
to be planted and is essential for retaining moisture in very heavy or 
very light soils. 


Plant tulip bulbs six inches deep in sandy soil and five inches 
deep in heavy soil. Good drainage is essential and it is often advis- 
able to raise the level of tulip beds above the surrounding garden if 
drainage is doubtful. Place a handful of sand under each bulb when 
planting to aid in drainage. Do not allow fresh manure or commercial 
fertilizer to come in contact with the bulbs. Dig it down below where 
the bulbs are to be planted, or apply it as a top-dressing after plant- 
ing has been done. 

Water thoroughly as soon as bulbs are planted. Do not allow soil 
to become dry after young leaves are through. Tulips need lots of 
water when growing. As soon as blooms have fallen, remove the 
seed pods and keep the beds well watered and cultivated for a 
month. When foliage is ripe and dry, dig the bulbs, dry them thor- 
oughly in the shade, clean them and store in a cool, well ventilated 
place until the next planting season.

Dutch iris are rapidly gaining in popularity because of their 
beauty, ease of culture, early flowering, and long lasting qualities 
when cut. Early varieties flower the last of February and late varie- 
ties in April. Plantings may be made from October to January to pro- 
long the blooming season. This type of iris is invaluable for inter- 
planting with tulips. Plant bulbs 4 to 6 inches apart and 2 to 3 
inches deep. They may either be left in the gtound or lifted each 
year when ripe. 

ADRIAN BACKER (2). Of a uniform purple-lilac; petals of good sub- 
stance; 24 inches.

BLUE HORIZON (S. de Vlieger) (2). Light violet-blue standards, falls 
sky blue, narrow orange stripe; large, beautiful flowers, 26 inches.

Plant in full sunshine but provide an ample supply of water and good drain- 
age. Add peat or humus and sand if soil is very heavy. Soak bulbs an hour 
before planting. Set 2 inches deep with points or prongs down. Plant from 
October to January. 

BLUE POPPY. A strain of deep blue singles with very large flowers. 10 for

HIS EXCELLENCY. Very large blooms of vivid scarlet on extra long stems.

Must be 
planted early in well drained 
soil and given an abundance of 
water from planting time until 
flowers appear. Failure to sup- 
ply these conditions will result 
in the bulbs remaining dormant 
in the soil. Flowers lavender- 
blue with white centers and gol- 
den stamens, carried on thin 
wiry stems. 10 to 12 inches tall. 
Lasts 10 to 12 days when cut. 
Foliage consists of two very nar- 
row, grass-like leaves which lie 
flat on the ground.

LEUCOJUM 

(Snowflake)
